'(AP) — A fortified arsenal, 
equipped 
with

ments for its battery of ma- 
chine guns and used as head- 
quarters for a $1,000,000 
rum smuggling syndicate, 
was in the hands of federal 
agents today after a surprise at- 
tack on the syndicate 
extending 
along the Atlantic coast from here 
to Atlantic City, N. J. 
• 
A mile from the armed base of 
operations at Highlands, N. J., the 
raiders .captured a hidden radio sta- 
tion from which orders in code 
•were sent to a fleet of liquor ships 
and speed boats operated i>y the 
syndicate. 
A force of 130 special treasury 
agents, deputy U. S. marshals and 
New Jersey state police, going into 
action 
simultaneously 
made 32 
raids, arrested 32 men and seized 
quantities of Imported liquor. 
Among those arrested were Em- 
anuel (Mannie) Kessler and Mor- 
ris Sweetwood, .both of whom have 
terved terms in the federal prison 
>it Atlanta for large scale botleg- 
ging operations. 
The raids were based on secret 
Indictments returned by a federal 
grand jury at Trenton, N. J. Al- 
though 
Kessler and 
Sweetwood 


were not named in the Indictments, 
they were found in the home of one 
of the men named and taken into 
custody. 
Preparations for the raids began 


six months ago, when an intercep- 
ted message was decoded.

Black Diamond, 
rogue elephant 


who Saturday killed a woman at 
Corsicana, was executed here yes- 
terday. A short machine gun like 
those employed by gangsters was 
employed by his executioner. 
With Black Diamond's death the 


circus lost between ten and fif- 
teen thousand dollars, but rid it- 
self of an animal which, according 
to its former trainer, had ^killed 
three people. 
Circus elephant men 
who con- 
ducted 
the execution 
took no 
chances on a repetition of Satur- 
day's tragedy, in which the ele- 
phant, with no apparent provoca- 
tion, seized and crushed to death 
Mrs. Eva Donohoo, 
a spectator. 


After that outbreak, the killer ele- 
phant had been confined to a steel 
barred box¥car in wnich he was 
heavily chained. Three days were 
allowed for the elephant to recover 
from his unreasonable fury so the 
execution could 
be carried out 


without undue danger. 
When the huge grave had been 
prepared in a pasture about two 
miles from towji, the 
elephant's 
handlers gave 
him 
the familiar 
rallying cry for the parade, and 
he lumbered into position as he 
had been accustomed to do for 
years.' Three of his herd mates 
were yoked to him with chains to 
make certain he would not stam- 
pede. A queue of circus people and 
curious townspeople followed him 
in his lumbering death march. The 
elephant, a magnificent 31 year old 
bull, one of the tallest in captiv- 
ity, was a dramatic figure as he 
went unsuspectingly to his death, 
and many of his old friends had 
tears in their ey«s. 
Near the grave Black Diamond 
was firmly chained to three trees, 
and Hans Nagel, director of the 
Houston'zoo, and Adrain Hines, a 
taxidermist who wished to save the 
head for the Houston institution, 
took charge. 
The first burst of lead fired Into 
the body of the nine-ton pachy- 
derm seemed to puzzle the animal, 
another burst made him groggy, 
and he rolled over slowly and took 
another fusilade in the body. The 
executioner then gave Black Dia- 
mon the coup de grace, a single 
well directed shot in the brain, and 
the circus had done with him. Aft-

but several were heavier. 
According to the theory advanc- 


ed by H. D. Prlckett, Black Dia- 
mond's trainer before he left 
the 
circus to work for Mrs. Donohoo, 
jealousy and a long memory were 
responsible for the tragedy Satur- 
dayJ In his hospital bed in Corsi- 
cana, where he Is recovering from 
injuries when he tried to save Mrs. 
Donohoo, Prickett 
said the ele- 


phant sow Mrs. Donohoo with him 
when he said good bye to it and to 
the circus. Prickett believed the 
elephant remembered aBd charged 
the woman because it had seen 
him leave with her.

Shen Hung-Lleh, 
commanding 
Chinese Sungari river forces, sent 
the following communique to Har- 
bin:"The soviet force which occu- 
pied Linklanghsien on the night of 


October 13 ascended the Sungari 
in overwhelming numbers, conse- 
quently gravely endangering Fu- 
chin and Hwachuan. 


"However, the fleet co-operating 
with the Kirin fifty-seventh brigade 
succeeded in compelling the Rus- 
sian fleet to withdraw to Sankian- 
kow on the night of October 14. 
Following the Russian retirement 
the Chinese vanguard entered Lin- 
kianghsien. 
"The Russian invading force con- 


sisted of seven gunboats and twelve 
airplanes. 
Soviet maxiqes

the granary at Linkianghsein be- 
fore withdrawing.

Arthur Lee when he could 
no longer endure the teasing of his 
fellow workers, slipped out his fath- 
er's pistol and killed his foreman, 
Howard Colwell. 


"I am sorry," the hoy told the 
jury, "that I had to kill him." Wth

prepared arguments today.

TION. 


Prospects of federal tax 


reduction next year 
are 


brought considerably near- 
er by the favorable state of 
the national finances report- 
ed by the treasury, showing 
during the first quarter of 
the fiscal year, now almost 
over, an increase in revenue 
over last year of close to 
$120,000,000. The treasury 
is'so confident of a large sur- 
plus that it is now definitely 
announced that it will rec- 
ommend to congress a sub- 
stantial tax reduction. 
It is obvious that such a 


reduction prior to a national 
campaign for the election of 
a new congress would be 
good politics for the party 
in power. Such a considera- 
ftion is far from discrediting 
the motives of the proposal. 
.The administration did not 
create a national prosperity 
due to the efficiency and in- 
itiative with which Ameri- 
can business enterprise has 
utilized the opportunities af- 
forded by a market with the 
greatest purchasing power 
ih the world. 


It ia worthy of note, how- 
iver, that the reduction will 
•8 usual, be made in a na- 
tional campaign year. Many 
taxpayers are of the opinion 
.',' that it should have been 
f 


made this year. 


All that remains to insure 
a substantial tax reduction 
-is that .the taxpayers insist 
that congress do its part. 
,The president has 
insisted 
that expenditures for the 
next fiscal year be kept at 
the level of the present. 
forking with the budget 
bureau, the administration 
will see that any extraordi- 
nary 
expenditures 
which 


may have to be financed will 
be kept within bounds that 
;will riot interfere with pres- 
ent .surplus prospects. Con- 
gressional 
extravagance 


alone can cloud the bright 
prospect of relief to the tax- 
payer's pocketbook. 


IS JUSTICE SLOWING UP. 
' 
Bench and bar, as well as 
litigants in the courts, are 
c o n s t a n t l y declaiming 
against -the law's delays. It 
has been pointed out at vir- 
tually all bar association 
meetings and at other gath- 
erings of practitioners be- 
Jfore the courts, civil and 
criminal, that the dockets 
' are cluttered up with cases, 
.which are permitted to drag 
along month .after month, so 
that the ends of justice are 
peldom served. 


The Sacco-Vanzetti case 


was not the first in criminal 
annals to attract world-wide 
attention because of the de- 
lay,, of seven years duration, 
in the execution of the final 
[judgment of the court. And 
in the civil courts the oil 
lease cases are notorious. 
Every county can site cases 
of its own where the final 
determination 
of civil or 


criminal questions has not 
come until years after they 
;were originally raised. 


These seemingly unneces- 


Uary and undesirable delays 
sometimes result from con- 
gestion in the courts, but usu- 
ally they are brought about 
by 
• far-fetched 
technical 


pleadings purposely design- 
ed to delay execution of the 
verdict in the case concern- 
ed and chiefly responsible 
lor ithe congestion which 
blocks the trial and decision 
'•»!$ pther cases in which there 
has "been a sincere effort on 
all sides to speed up the 
wheels of justice. 


But' what is to be done 


about it? 
The diagnosis is 


easier than the cure. All of 
us recognize the 
evil but 


npne has yet advanced a 
cure. Who is to say when 
the length of the litigation 
is 'being determined by the 
size of the defense fund and 
.when by real issues at law? 
jurists cannot 
know until 


they have heard the argu- 
ments and studied the ques- 
tions involved. And it is not 
fair to say that ultimate de- 
feat ifi proof that .the. loger. 


The last few years have 


seen the rise of cheese man- 
ufacturing 
in 
the South, 


according to a statement just 
made public by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


In 1914 there were no 


cheese factories in the South, 
it was stated, but in 1928 
more than 6,000,000 pounds 
of cheese, valued at about 
$1,000,000, were produced 
below the Mason and Dixon 
line. 


In 1915 two small co-op- 


erative factories were or- 
ganized 
in the mountain 


section of North Carolina, 
and these factories manu- 
factured during that year 
15,000 
pounds of cheese 


valued at $3,000. 
During 


the next five years many 
small co-operative factories 
were organized and operat- 
ed in the mountain sections j 
of the South, where it was,! 
found a good quality 
of 


cheese could be made. The 
volume of milk, however, in- 
creased very slowly. 


In 1927 a cheese factory 


was opened in Mississippi. It 
was successful, and at onc.e 
the cheese industry expand- 
ed very 
rapidly. 
Sixty- 


three factories were operat- 
ed in several of the South- 
ern States where heretofore 
it was the common belief 
that because of climatic con- 
ditions cheese factories could 
not be operated successfully. 
The fact that in 1928 the 
South manufactured more 
than 6,000,000 pounds of 
cheese, valued at $1,000,000 
or more, with the State of 
Mississippi alone 
making 


2,500,000 pounds, is evidence 
that cheese manufacture isi 
likely to become an estab-j 
lished industry in this sec- 
tion. 


The dairying industry is 


making rapid strides in Tex- 
as, especially in the eastern 
section of the st'ate. It will 
not be many years before the 
milk crop in this section will 
take its place among the big 
money crops produced by 
the , agricultural 
interests. 


We have the climate and the 
soil needed to make the 
dairying business a success. 
It is now a matter of educa- 
tion. The Corsicana'Cham- 
ber of Commerce is accom- 
plishing much along this line 
in Navarro county. -It is

A century ago landowners

faced with a serious prob- 
lem of overproduction, there 
is a general belief that the 
reclamation program should 
be halted until consumption 
catches up with agricultural 
output. Such a view is a 
hasty conclusion that is in 
no way based on the facts. 


While it is true that the 


United States is producing 
more wheat, corn and cot- 
ton than it can sell at a prof- 
it and that the planting of 
additional acres in these 
staples would be unwise, it 
does not necessarily follow 
that there is a surplus of 
arable 
lands. Each 
year 


the United States imports 
enough food to put many 
thousands of acres'to work, 
and with proper irrigation 
waste lands proposed for 
reclamation would be suit- 
able for raising these crops. 


America's land problem 


is not that there is too many 
acres under cultivation, but 
that too many acres are 
planted in the same crops 
and too much poor land is

FLOWERS, SHRUBS AND TREES

A HOTBED FOR*THE GARDEN. 
(U. S. Department of Agriculture.) 


A hotbed greatly Increases 
the 


scope of the home gardener's oper- 
ations and 
enables 
him to have 


flowers and vegetables at an earlier 
date than he can expect If he doe» 
not have one. 


Placing a hptfranie over the hot- 
bed confines ths warmth to p. lim- 
Ite4 space and gives conditions for 
growth which approximate 
the 


ideal outdoor conditions for growth 
which generally occur later In the 
spring. 
The heat for a hotbed 'frequently 


is furnished by a layer of decaying 
manure in a pit underneath the 
soil used for the crop. ' Th.e glass 
sash which covers the frame con- 
fines the heat given off by the ma? 
nure and furnished by the sun. The 
sash serves further to maintain a 
humid condition in the frame desir- 
able for growth. 
For the home gardener fall is a 


good time to make a hotframe. 
The, standard sash used to cover 
such frames measures six feet by 
three feet; hence the frame should 
be six feet wide and any multiple 
of three feet long. The frame may 
be of 
wood, 
concrete 
or bfick. 
Planks two inches thick make a 
substantial frame, 
but 
one Inch 


material can be used where a' leas, 
permanent frame will serve.

tion. Also, a firm soil is essential 
In this method. 
The frame should be built so the 
long dimension of the sash will 
slope eight Inches and to the south. 
Full sunlight throughout the day Is 
desirable. 
If the back side of'the 


hotbed Is located three feet from 
and to the south of a fence or 
building, this protects the frame 
from cold winds and also gives a 
reflection of sunlight to the hot- 
bed. 


After the frame is made and the 
pit dug, put the sash on the frame 
to keep out the snow and rain of 
th,e winter. 
Early In the spring 
put the manure and soil in the pit. 
The good soil that is to be used in 
growing crops should be held in a 
frost-free place over winter, so that 
it will be In good condition when 
needed.
